'DANGEROUS FACE WATER’ 


AND THAT’S ONLY 
ONE OF THE PERILS 
AT THE SOCHI 
WINTER OLYMPICS

SOCHI, Russia The alarms sounded every 
45 minutes, with a stern Russian woman 
advising that a fire had been reported and the 
hotel needed to be evacuated immediately 

I believed it the first time. 

And the second. 

I might have fallen for it a third time Tues- 
day morning, if I hadn’t thrown caution to 
the bone-tired, jet-lagged wind and decided 
to stay in bed. Whatever would befall me, it 
had to be better than wandering along the 
western Caucasus Mountains in my pajamas. 

It was already 5:50 a.m. and I couldn’t fall 
back to sleep so I figured I would just begin 
my day I turned on the water to brush my 
teeth, but nothing came out. Just the gagging, 
asthmatic sound of pipes wanting to produce 
water but couldn’t. 

I tried to flip on the shower. It wouldn’t 
work. The toilets wouldn’t flush either. 

I called down to the front desk. 


“It win be fixed in 40 minutes,” the sym- 
pathetic man at the reception desk told me. 
“But when it comes back on, please do not 
use on your face because it contains some- 
thing very dangerous.” 

Welcome to Sochi 2014, the dystopian-Hke 
Games where a simple shower poses a threat 
to your face, fire alarms ring constantly and 
several hotels remain unfinished. Russian 
President Vladimir Putin spent more than 
$50 billion on these Games— the most ex- 
pensive Olympics, winter or summer, ever— 
yet he seemingly forgot to pay the water bill. 

No one likes to hear sportswriters com- 
plain about their hotels. I’m not a sportswrit- 
er, so believe me when I swear that I mock 
those whiners right along with you. 

But this is different. 

The Sochi Olympics aren’t just a sporting 
event. They represent Putin’s pride, his meta- 
phoric muscle flexing in an effort to show the 
international community just how virile his 
country has become under his leadership. He 
dared the world to admire Russia’s ability to 
produce these Games, so we must. 

And, in some respects, the effort looks 
extraordinarily weak. 

Only six of nine media hotels were flnished 


on time, leaving hundreds of reporters scram- 
bling to find temporary lodging. 

When the water eventually came back 
on at my hotel— my temporary housing for 
a night until my scheduled room could be 
finished— the water that poured through the 
faucet was dark yellow It was the color of 
apple juice or a performance enhancing drug 
test specimen. The shower left what looked 
like fish food flakes coating the tub. 

I took a picture of the water and tweeted 
it out. 

“On the bright side,” I wrote, “I now know 
what dangerous face water looks Uke.” 

My tweets about the water went viral- 
more than 1,500 people have retweeted it— 
not because I wrote something exceptionally 
clever, but because I pointed out the annoy- 
ances that many here have endured. 

One of my colleagues, for example, went 
to his assigned hotel room only to And an AP 
photographer already sleeping there. Others 
have dealt with a lack of hot water, sheetless 
beds and baths without shower curtains. 

“Congrats to @Dave_Schwartz only media 
personahty who’s arrived in Sochi with a hotel 
room that’s ready, with doorknob that doesn’t 
fall off,” hockey writer Ryan Stanzel tweeted. 


International Olympic Committee Presi- 
dent Thomas Bach told reporters Monday 
that 97 percent of Sochi hotel rooms were 
delivered without a problem. Only 3 percent 
of the rooms— about 750 total— had some 
kind of a problem, he said. 

“I have some travel experience and I know 
how embarrassing it is when you arrive after 
a long flight to a place and your room is not 
ready” he said. 

I’m not sure why Bach thinks I should 
be embarrassed by the urine-colored water 
that spit from my hotel’s bathroom faucet. 
First of all, I ended up washing my face with 
bottled Evian water, which made me feel like 
a Kardashian. 

And, second, it’s made me extremely 
popular among my fellow journalists here in 
southwestern Russia. I’ve received tweets in 
Russian, German, Danish and languages I 
have not yet determined. 

On a bus down the mountainside Tuesday 
night a Swedish photographer came up and 
asked if I was the person who tweeted the 
hotel photo. 

“You are the dangerous face water woman, 
right?” he asked. 

I am now. Thanks a lot, Putin.

Report: Daley didn’t meddle 


Investigation faults police 
In handling case of 
former mayor’s nephew

Over the course of a 17-month investigation, 
after nearly 150 interviews and a review of 
more than 300,000 pages of records, special 
prosecutor Dan Webb found no evidence 
that former Mayor Richard M. Daley exerted 
political pressure to shield one of his relatives 
from criminal charges. 

But Webb’s exhaustive examination of the 
April 2004 death of David Koschman found 
that the involvement of Daley’s nephew, 
Richard “R.J.” Vanecko, colored both the ini- 
tial investigation and a later probe by Chicago

monitoring the progress of the investigation 
even as Koschman lay comatose in a hospital 
and— seven years later— scrambling to exer- 
cise damage control when the Chicago Sun- 
Times started asking questions. 

The lead detective initially assigned to the 
case candidly admitted later that he wrongly 
tried to push the responsibility for charging 
or not charging Vanecko onto others. And 
when the investigation was reopened in 2011, 
key files mysteriously went missing. 

According to the report, Daley said in 
an interview with the special prosecutor’s 
office last April that he made clear to his 
staffers in 2004 that he would in no way get 
involved in the investigation and that they

special prosecutor has concluded there n-as 
no evidence that former Mayor Daley hji 
family or others at their direction engaged in 
conduct to influence or attempted to initiL- 
ence the investigations,” the report said. 

However, Locke Bowman, an attornev for 
Koschman’s mother, Nanci, said the eviduriLL 
that clout had tainted the investigation was 
overwhelming. 

“What’s very clear as you read this reporr is 
that no phone call needed to be made,” Row- 
man told reporters. “Very early on, the Chica- 
go Police Department, whether by inttutiCKi 
or by experience of the realities of life in 
County and the city of Chicago, got the mes- 
sage that this was no ordinary case.”

For actress Melissa DuPrey, life is all about integrating opposites. This 
week, she steps onto two different stages in two very different roles: 
as a teenager attempting to navigate out of foster care in the Good- 
man’s critically acclaimed world premiere of Rebecca Gilman’s “Luna 
Gale,” and as herself, attempting to navigate the worlds of dating, 
self-acceptance and cultural integration in “Sushi-Frito,” a workshop 
production of her new comedic solo show produced by Mpaact at the 
Greenhouse Theater. 

In “Sushi-Frito,” theHumboldt Park native blends bits from her 
debut show, “Sexomedy” with storyteUing-style stand-up comedy and 
new material to explore her experiences as a modern young woman 
with old-school traditions. On the docket: juggling cultural pressures 
with professional successes while enduring bad dates and terrible 
hook-ups in her search to find a real connection. We called her to find 
out more, julia borcherts is a redeye special contributor. 


The origin of “Sushi-Frito,” her 
show’s title: In the Puerto Rican 
culture, if you ever go to our fes- 
tivals, you’ll see buffet lines of 
little fried finger foods and that’s 
[called] cuchifrito. I enjoy sushi, but 
it’s also symbolic of the world that 
I have strived to be successful in 
... so “Sushi-Frito” was my take on 
wanting to blend the two worlds. 

The parts from “Sexomedy”: 

[One part of the show is] about 
masturbating and how I hold 
that very dear to my 
heart, and I feel like 
not enough women 
want to admit or ac- 
tually be very hon- 
est and forthright 
about their sensual- 
ity. ... If you come at 
that material with a 
very clear sense of truth, 
it’s not vulgar and it’s some- 
thing that people actually would 
like to hear. 

On shifting from drama in 
“Luna Gale” to comedy in 
“Sushi-Frito”: If it had been any 
other show, I probably would 
not have booked it at the same 
time. But the Goodman is just so 
well-structured and ... we’ve been 
very prepared well before our 
first preview, so I’ve been able to 
split the difference and focus a 
little bit more on this show while 
I’m working on “Luna Gale.” And 
my role is pretty small; I’m only in 
two scenes. 


On writing about being single 
when she is newly coupled: 

“Sushi-Frito” is coming from a real 
place of truth in dating. ... It’s so 
funny because I’m currently in a 
relationship and I didn’t expect 
that to happen. I just wanted to ex- 
plore my horrible dates and these 
crazy relationships I’ve already 
had ... but then this beautiful rela- 
tionship is happening to me right 
now with another artist and it’s 
affecting the way that I’m writing 
this story. So. I’m just letting that 
happen and maybe at the 
end of the story. I’m actu- 
ally going to talk about 
what I think real con- 
nection is, and if I’ve 
found it and what that 
might be for me. 

Why single life is 
sometimes better: 

I was in a relationship with an 
ex-underwear model from New 
York that I met at a comedy club. 

He was also Puerto Rican ... so that 
was one of our common grounds 
to get together ... but over time, he 
just became the most repulsive 
human being-like, I would come 
home and find him on the couch 
with his feet in his mouth, tearing 
off his toenails in his underwear 
with a 40 in his hand. [Laughs.] 

I compromised the ideals that I 
thought were importantjustforthe 
sake of somebody that a) shared 
my culture and b) had a sense of 
humor. But those two things were 
not going to build a relationship.

KSRA’s impressive range 
just might make music 
for your iife

As a child, Rachel Thomas was fascinated 
with breaking things because she hkes to, in 
her own words, “test boundaries.” 

Recording and performing 
under the name KSRA, the 
29 -year-old Logan Square resi- 
dent does the same with her 
genre-defying music, which 
incorporates elements of 
pop, electronica and hip-hop 
(rapper Talib Kweli even turns 
up to drop a few bars on the 
song “Bad Habit”). 

Where are you now? 

I’ve been wandering 
around Santa Monica 
and Venice Beach 
for the past five 
hours. 

How is your 
love? 

Say that again? 

I heard, “How is 
my love?” 

I wanted to see how 
many lines from your 
“Radio Waves” I could 
get through before you 
caught on. 

[Laughs.] Oh my goodness! I should 
have caught on! I do that to 
people. I’ll go, “Tell me what you 
think about me. I buy my own 
diamonds and I buy my own 
rings. I worked hard and sacri- 
ficed to get what I get. Ladies, it’s 
not easy being independent, you 
know?” Most of the time people don’t 
get it. Dude, that’s pretty funny I did not 
realize that’s what you were doing. 

That song opens with a series of questions. 
Are you generally an inquisitive person? 

To a fault, yeah. I’d ask questions and also just 
do physical investigation. My favorite thing 
was to see how far I could twist something 
until it broke. I really hked to test boundaries 
and see why something was fragile or what it 
meant to be fragile. 

What’s the most expensive thing you broke? 

My most vivid memory of something I broke 
was this colored-sugar Easter egg sculpture 
of bunnies, and I was like, “Wow, I have to 
break this apart piece by piece.” I did that 
with car windows, too. I would peel back the 
rubber to see what was underneath. 



“Radio Waves” also touches on the way 
a song can take you back to a particular 
moment in time. Are you someone who has 
a running soundtrack tied to different life 
events? 

Yes, I would say certain songs are absolutely 
associated with certain things in my life. 
“Sweet Dreams” by the Eurythmics is associ- 
ated with my mother’s 1987 Volvo. Led Zep- 
pelin’s “Stairway to Heaven” is being 
in front of my cousin Robert and 
Ronnie’s house playing basketball. 
The first time I ever tried fake 
making out with someone when 
I was learning how to kiss, it was 
Mariah Carey [Laughs.] Music 
has been a huge part of my life. 

You really flash your range on “The 
Worrying Kind.” How did you first 
discover you could hit those 
high notes? 

It first developed be- 
cause of a desire I had 
because of Mariah 
Carey I remem- 
ber going to my 
sister and being like, 
“What is that?!” 

And I’ve just been 
pushing and pushing 
and pushing myself to 
get up there because 
I’ve always wanted to, 
and I think it’s beautiful.

You actually teach music in 
elementary schools, right? 

I’m a songwriting instructor, and I team 
up with choreographers and drama 
teachers and we basically go into 
schools where arts programs have 
been cut and we teach supplemental 
programming. My main goal is to get 
[students] to connect to some form 
of music, and usually I’ll use something 
modern. In the school I’m in now, we 
started by studying Kanye [West], and I’ve 
got them stomping and clapping the kick and 
snare patterns. It’s letting them know they 
can create themselves, because music seems 
unattainable to a lot of kids. 

Was there that one teacher who really moti- 
vated you to pursue a career in music? 

No, there wasn’t. I didn’t have anybody And 
I think that’s why I like teaching; I can do 
that for them. Growing up, I was in music 
classes and not a single person talked to me 
about what you can actually do with music, 
like, “Oh, you’re a writer? You can use that 
skUl” or “You have a really good voice for 
demos.” I never had that, and I like giving 
that to kids now.
